ted that the bull movoment has been mainly
thin worl of the great professional onerntors,
The same I8 tiuo of every preat move-
ment in the markel, from the time of
the years of 18 to 1851, down to the present
time, and it Is truo, ulso, of the ereat boar
enmpaign within that period,

Hut no movement of prices, either up or
down, can be continued thitough meopths
without the co-operation of the public. A
suveessiul bear campalgn I8 coincident with
publie lguidation, a successful pull eampuign
with puolie buying, There must have been
nslowly incrensing absorption of securities
outside of Wall street, to have enabled the
bull pools to handle the mavket with the
strength nnd confidence thoy have shosn for
the Inst theee or four months, and had they
not heen 8o supported they must have broken
down long o, aud prices would be consid-
orably below their presont range.  After
stieh au advance, it ls oottural to ook for a
renction, mnot a  reaction of  fractions
or of a point or two, but ona of six
to ton points. Yet, with the confident foeling
that maneyed men have nbout the nnmedinte
future, because of the vast amount of busi-
ness in sight, It is not only podsible bt
probablo that most stocks will go on rmsing
anu when the deop does come it may do no
moro than bring those stocks bock to the
prosont level, It is not, however, to bo sup-
posed that every stock on the iist wiil
advapce, but even the worst situnted are
likoly 1o hold steady until the turn comes,
when they would naturally bo the first to
break and lend tne downward plunge,

Has Been Led by the Dividend 'ayers,

Thus far the market has boen led by the
great dividend payers, and these have gone
up so tar that the woving powers in the
market seem disposed to let them rest for a
time, while they bring up others. There
wik some disnppointment bocaise the New
York Central dividend was pot larger, and
it temporarily affected the general sty yet,
te insiders did not hesita'e to buy the stock,
and scarcely baa {t been quoted exoividend
than the dividend was recovered. The stock
which now seoms to be the coming card is
Unlon Pacifie. The buving of 1t has been
unmistakably strong, It s another oxample
of the power of vast moneyed interedls.
Some of the strongest tinapcial Arms in the
couptry were heavily involved in the affairs
of this compiany, and a combination for self-
protection wis a necessity,

They have practicully taken charge of the
property, and a formal change is sald to be
coming. 'T'ne colluteral sccurities pleaged
for the trust notes aro nearly all groatly
ubove the prices marked for them on the
original schedule, and when thoy bave been
dispnsed of the company will be clear of
floating debt, Whatever one may think of
tho intrinsic value of the shares, it is useless
10 suut one's eyes to the strength of the
forces supporting them in  the market.
Furthermore, 1t is cortain that for the next
fow months therond will be abls to show
largely increased earnings, and while 1t can
do this, the stock can be put if the weneral
market be at all favorable. Oue may have
deeided opinions about what the ultimate
result will be, but the prescut situation
gcems to be about as indicated,

Gns Stocks nre Important,

In the Important class of industrial secuyi-
ties —important now and destined to grow in
importance—the first place in point of
netivity dnd strength s held by the Gas
atockis, ‘I'hat of the Chicago company made
s0 rapid an advance yosterday BS to canse
mueh comment, and It is intimated that these
being times favorable for restitutions, some
peuple wore likely to have to repay to the
compuny cortain large sums which they had
taken from it av a former period. DRosides
this, the fortheoming annual statement wilt
show o large cash balance over and above all
payments for the year, Consolidated Gas of
this city 18 higher, aud seems now to be well
estabilshed above par. ‘This Is another com-
piny whose aividends are regarded as being
sure to increase with the growth of the eity.

The St, Louls company’s stock promises to
Lecome more active, Tf St, Louis were n
eil.f; where they build from forty to vy
wiles of stieots evory year, as tbey do in
Chiengo, the gas company would grow in
enrnings as largely as does the Chicago nom-
puny, but St. Louis is slower, and properties
dependent upon that prowth must be of
slowor movement, The Laclede company is
doing well, however, and hus excellent man-
ngement.

Nntional Lead stock, the new issue, nfter
financial reorganization, made its first ap-
pearnnce the lust week, and fortbhwith stated
in to make up for pust deadness by 4n extra-
ordioary degree of liveliness, It jumped up
in u way which showed that the shores must
huve become thoroughly concentrated, Cot-
ton Oil has become quict. Sugar is uiet also,
which may bo preliminary toa burst of ac-
tivity. Heference. was made last  weoek
to the small stocks of the market, and the
incereasing volume of teading in them, This
is likely to continue. Some of these propoer-

HOW A FIDDLE SAVED A HOMESTEAD.

Writtep For the e,

Shortly after the passage of the
homestead act, my husband hnving re-
turned from the army about the same
time, we refolved to try our fortuncs in
the great west,  Accordingly we dis-
posad of such of our small belongings
as we could not bring with us, packing
the remaining articles for our jouraey

Among other possessions was an old
fiddle. 1 was no friend to fiddlers or
the fiddler’s profession, and so urged
that it should be left behind as of no
consequence to us in the new country,
My husband thought different, however,
and seeing it would cost him a pang to
give it up, I said no more, and the old
fiddle in its green bag was packed carve-
fully away,

All preparations being finally com-
pleted, we bid our friends adleu, and
astartod on our journoy towards the
Hgetting sun. " *Our journey was neither
pilensant or prospercous, a8 wo had o
ratlroad ageident, and lost purt of our
boggage, muany of my most valued pos-
segsions heing in the missing trunk.
The old fiddle, however, came through
safe and sound, and when our home-
stead was sccured and our Hxlo-foot
cottonwood house completed, it was
carefully hung upon the wall,

I felt rich indeed. What if our house
was poor nnd little, only one small room,
there wns ample compensation in the
broad, benutiful ncres which we pos-
sossed? I, who had never owned even a
village lot, to be the possessor of 10 of
those, to me, mighty acres, was riches
enough for the present.  No king on his
throne or queen in her paluce ever tolt
vichor or huppior, Everspare hour was
spent in planting and tending trees and
shrubs, and planning for the beautiful
home which wo were to build there
upgn the prajvie for ourselves and our
children—n dream which has been real-
ized by mony bosides myself.

But hard times eame, ns it comes to
all enrly settlers, and besides our beauti-
ful ucres wo were poor indead,  Provi-
sious of ull kinds ware very high. Much
of our clothing bad baen lost in the
trunle,. We had one cow  but no team,
und had not beou able 1o raisa scarcely
anything to ent, and in the second au-
tumn things looked gloomy indeed. My
huzband  had got some work of the
enrlicer sottlers during the summear snd
early wutumun, but all work was finished
pow and  there was no prospect of any
more untii spring. A now boy baby had
come to add his tiny might in helping
us to open up our farm, making in all
three I.lltthv ones to bo provided for,

sStill, if we could getsomething to ent,
we would get along. 1 had mended und
‘nade over our old elothes, my hushind
had panked our little house almost w
the eaves, and we could got fuel from
alittle stroam notfur away, But where
wns the corn Lo come from, we asked, to
mnke our bread during the winter? We
could not ask of our neighbors, for,
though kind and obliging as neighbors
always are in a new country, they were
almost us poor 88 ourselves, and wo had
no wealthy relatives or friends in the
east of whom we could ask help,

Y1 see no way,"” sald my husband, one
day, “but we must go back ans far as
tho Missourli rviver, where 1 can get
work to keep us through the winter, ™

“What! leave our homestead,” 1
sald, with a feoling as though some ono
had stabbed me.

*Yes; we caunnot starve,” he sald,

gloomily, **and that Is the last of our
corn weal, s it noty"
“Xes,” L answored, “'but the sack 1s |

still nenrly half full and something may
turn up by the time it i« gone. " W
“Things do not turn  up with me,” he

rapiied, unlese 1 turn them up, anhd
wo eannot walt much lopgoer,
“Hat our homoestead,”" [ saldy “‘we

shall be nearly sure to lose ibif we lenve
it and I ennnot bear that. There must
bo some other woay. '

“Wa will tey to come ek beforn six
months and then we shall not lose it fog
wie have a rvight to lenve it for that
length of time,” he answerdd,

“Rut i s o great risk.'" [ roplicd, “Y'so

many things may hoppon before that
time. '

Heo sald no more, bul went out and
alosad the door, while | sat down upon

the edge of the bed, whare my babe lny |

sloeping, snd teled to think, Must we
give it up aftor ull our privation, ouar
toll and hope? Could it b possible we
mugt give itall dp now? 1 had teied to
be cheerful In all my  haredships, always

buoyed nip by the hove that wo would
have o good home at oo very distant
time, [ had fovght my homosicknoss

and iy desire for better meansof living,
mlwavs telllng myseif | could not expect
the luxuries of an old country in this new
whld region,  But now to give it all up,
it was too muchs I could not control my-
solf longor, nnd tha hot tones came Lo
my eyes in a rush, dropping aff on the
fiuce of the little sleeper, und sobs came
thick and fust,

Presontly, however, I ealmed myself
and wiped away my tenvs, resolving not
to worry my husband with my fratting,
for I knew he had enourh to bear
already, and, ns my older children came
in, telling mo they were hungry, L rose
w-';u‘iil\' Lo prepirg  our supper, Clikre-
fully I'hundled the vellow meanl, precions
to ma as god dust, wondering if the
next would cost us our homoestead.

After suppor, as T was cleaving away
the dishes amd putting my house to
rights, I saw two men coming up the
path toward the hose. One of them I
recognizod as o neighbor who lived
nbout two miles distant; the othor wans a
stratger.  T'ney camoe on to the house
and after the usual salutations and in-
troductions, the strangere whom our
noighbor hadintroduced ss Me, Howard,
sl

“Wa want to have o Thanksziving
party in our settlement  You hnve
heard of us perhaps?  We are called the
Crab Tree seitlement and live about ten
miles north of here,  As we have a suit-
wble room and most of our young people
aro fond of dancing, we conciuded to
have a dance.

[ gave o start, bul no one noticed me,

and the man continued: “*Wa have
every thing arranged except musie,

which spems to be very rcarce in the
west,. There is not a piano or organ
west of tha Missourl, and after seoarck-
g three days one of your neighbors
told me yvouowned and sometimes played
a fiddle, 0 1 canme on here to gse If 1
could enwngo you to play for our party.”

“Will ¢t ere be no one to assist me,'”
said my husband.

So taking down his old green bac he
brought forth his fiddie aod payed
some dunes musiec with  which he  vas

familiny. There was nothing extraorli-
nary in the music or its execution btt
and  said:

the stranger seemed pleasad
*That sounds ml’rusidng‘ and if you will
come and play for us we will give you
#10, and be much obliged besides.” My
husband was nov long 1in aceepting  his
offer and after some more conversation
Mr. Howard said: “‘Bring your wife
along, [ am surve she will enjoy it and we
will be glad to welcome her,”  But as
we had ne team and my husband him-
soll would be obliged to walk It was not
to be thought of. Our neighbor, Mr.
Arnold, here interposed and said **Mys,
Arnold and mysell having been kindly
invited propose going to this party, and
a8 we huve a tenm it will be only a
short distunce out of our way: we will
come by your plnce and yon can ride
with us just as well as not, ™

[ bad been a great lover of puarties in
my girlisn duys bub sines [ had been in
the west I lind had no thought of parties
or socioty other than my family and our
few neighbors. Then my children; it
woula be too much for them 1 thought,
but Mr. Avnold said they would start
early enough to arrive before sundown
and would not stnet back until late the
next morning,

*You must be sure and come, Mes,
Simpson,” said Mr. Arnold, “'for I can
see by the way your face hus brightened
up since we have been talking that you
will enjoy the party.™

Ho did not know that the *‘brighten-
ing up” was due to the thought ol the
bread that %10 would buy, rather thad to
any anticipation of pledsure at the
party.

Alter supper, putting my buby in my
husbaud's arms, with o groatelul feelling
ut my heart, 1 offared to assist Mrs,
Hownrd in clearing the table. She ac-
copted my servieus with thanks, and we
were soon chatting like old [frieuds
Soon other guests began to arrive and
the house was filled to ovorllowing be-
fore 10 o'clock.

When my bables were all nsleep 1
went to the ball room with Mres. How-
ard, [t did pot nead a fashion reporter
to deseribe the costumes of thoss beaux
and belles, for they were all dressed
much like myselt, Calico and delulne
dresses with white linen at the neck
aod sleeves, wilth sowe bright ribbous at

the thront undl fia tho hair, com posad
most of tho costeem=s of thae Indies. The
gantlemon woerg I'd lly simply attieod,
13ut no elty boalflo® balle was happlor
or brighter tho *Ih*»_\"

About 2 o'clor® e pacty broke. up,
but as we were W edmaln antil morning,
wo woere given novary comfortable bed
for the romuind@e . of the night. My
hushamd wns vaey 4dired, but when he
counted over thd money which had beon
given him, consistiog mostly of small
change, which id those days wo ealled

Nob much of ndinner, you may thinlk,
but when I had baked some corn brend
and cooked n few potatoes wo thougrht it
o most excellent dinner.  And of all tho
dinners eaten in this broud land none
wis anton with more thankful heavts
than ours on that Thanksgiving day,

When I took up the old fidlle to put it
away, n fow tears dropped on it they
were tears of thankfulness, and wiping
them off with my bost handigerchief 1
put it tenderly away in its greon bag on
the wall. Thoe #10 would not keep us
long. but during the winter my husband
earned nearly $100,

So wae got comfortably through until
apring und saved our homestend,
